that EISIER had received a telegram froa his brother GERHART asking that be 
come to New York immediately in order that he could be~pr^‘ent for EISLER ' s 
trial*oa June 4, 1947 in Washington, D. C.

The hotel files did show that on 1^' 23, 1947 a letter dated the preceding 
day was received fbcxn one SAlfU^i^;^LI£N, Editor of If&IiJS TREAU, a literary 
quarterly. Therein, l!r* SILIJEn re^^^sted that a, reservation be made for a *' 
double room for Mr, and I frs. ibr one week beginning June >' 

1947. He added that there was a possibility that the EISIERS would remain ^ 
for two or three additional d^s, and he further requested that no bills 
be rendered the EISIERS but rather, they should be sent to him at the office 
of MAINS TR3AM which was given as 332 Broadway, New York City.

AS he was again In eontaet with his Connunists friends^ he would switch back to 
pro-Soviet views* HEDifiiTC M&SSINQ considered HASNS to be wery weak politle^ly, 
being a person who has always been strongly donlnated by his brother* These 
views of HEDWIO ISASSIIC were famished to the Bureau and Loe Angeles Office by 
letter of April 10, 1947* 

PAUL MASSDC 

This individual was interviewed by'l 

advised that he knew HANNS EISLER as the brother of 

had first met the former around 1923 in Berlin* At that time, he continued, HANKS 
was well known for his eonposlng, and he was writing music for left-wii^ plays. 
Further, HANKS was quite friendly with an individual vho directed, what VASSING 
called radical but not necessarily Communist plays* MASSING specifically re- 
membered tiiat HAKHS EISLER had worked on a play entitled, "The Iferchant of Berlin"* 
Another person whom MASSING recalled as «b^ng an associate of EISLER in Germany 
and later in Hollywood, was one He described SIECHT as being 

left-wing and poesibly a Communist* ^with further reference to HANNS' activities 
in Oennany, MASSING said he thought he remembered that EISLER had a son by a wife 
in Germany* This woman, he believed, had gone to Bussia and MASSING never heard 
of her again* 



PAUL MASSING continued to advise that he again met HANNS EISLER 
around 1939 after EISLSR came to the United States and at this time got to know 
him well* Later on, beginning in around 1940, MASSING said that HANKS EISLER 
and his wife LOU spent two suimners in Quakerstown, Pennsylvania at the MASSING 
farm* MASSING thought that also about this time HANNS had an apartment on the 
West side of New York but be was unable to rec|^l just where* 

Ihe EISLEg ^. HANS and ^^-d^ve^to the West Coast in the car of 
CLIFPORPTODETS after the summer of 1940* They stayed in Los Angeles and the foUoi^- 
Ing spring drove to Mexico in order to reenter the United States as quota immi- 
grant s* l^y again came to the MASSING farm in the euamier of 1941* 


In Hollywood, HAHNS EISLER first wrote music for pictures, KASSI^C 

thought that his first was possibly a Steinbeck story and he suggested th^^ra^es 

of Wrath " or a somewhat similar story* This first attempt by EISLER waa a success 
and consequently HANNS EISIER remained in California* There, MASSING related, 

HANNS EISLER associated principally wi. tb BERTHOLD BRECHT, CLIFFORD ODETS, CH ARIE 5 
**<^HILPIJK and others of the German left-wing colory* 

Mr, MASSING also remembered that HANNS EISLER had formerly bad a 
job teaching at the New S^ool of Social Research in 1940 or 1941* In addition, 
he got a Rockefeller grant to write music for the motion picture . Sonetime around

1940 U4SSIN0 said he mt Ol^S^TZ at HANNS EISLEK's apartment. Ihls KATZ, 
UASSI^ described as a Caeehoslovakian idio has ivitten uxier the name of 
ANTR^UON. He also said that he had mt EQpl^SCH at the EISLSi place. 

According to UASSING, HANNS EISLEK knen that the MASSINGS nere at 
one tine pro-Comnunist a^ were new antl-Comnunist. Hewewer, IfASSING said that 
HANNS was under the Influence of bis wife who seemed to be definitely anti- 
Stalinist and was probably a Trotskyite. HANNS was outraged at the Hitler- 
Stalin paet.^ Continuing, MASSING stated that HANNS is not a strong Communist, 
is easily swayed and does not hare strong conrictioos. Further, MASSING thought 
that the best the Communists could expect HANNS to do would be to have him set 
the stage for a meeting or the like because of his artistic standings, as he 
does not have the personality or the eonriction to be a leader. HAMS was 
also described as a heavy drinker, with a fine personality and a good sense 
of humour. 



Continuing, Mr. MASSING said that up to 1925 or 1926 HANNS 
EI5IEH had Icept aloof from politics, leaving sitth work to GERHAR T and RITTH. 

After 1926, probably throi^h the in^uence of GSRH^T . MASSInS' thought, HANNS 
became a Communist. In 1930 or 1931 HANNS was in Moscow idiere be played his 
new German revolutionai^’^ SDngs. MASSING recalled that these were on records 
and one time he played them for the MASSINGS. HANNS was never a leader of the 
Communist I^ty in Germany and MASSING did not believe he was ever a member of 
the GPD or the Soviet Military Intelligence. 

During the time HANNS was in the United Stata^ MASSING did not 
know if he ever saw GERHART as he never mentioned doing s a^y fSaSSI NG d id remember 
that when his wife, saw HANS in Hollywood in January of 1947 HANNS was very 

critical of STALIN. On the other hand, MASSING continued, such e^epressions on 
the part of HANNS did not mean too much as the latter would usually agree with 
anyone ^8 viewpoint in order not to disturb or ruin a good friendship because of 
polities. In short, MASSING said, HANNS usually agrees with the persons in whose 
company he finds himself. However, MASSING said that HANNS would probably help 
his brother and engage in activities that he would not normally be connected with 
in order to indicate that he is a decent individual. 

In coneluaion, MASSING said that HANNS could get a position of 
importance in the efvent he would return to the Soviet occupied area of Germany. 
However, MASSING remarked he felt &at the fact that HANNS EI5LER was remaining 
in the United States was a good indication that he was not interested in return- 
ing to Germany. MASSING said that after he, MASSING, broke with the Russians, 
many of his Communist friends dropped him. However, HANNS EISLER continued to 
remain friendly.

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RUTH FISCHER 


As is kncnmj RUTH FISCH£R is a sister of GERHART and HAKN5 EISLER 
and has been a political enemy of GERHART »e for a number of years. During the 
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matlOD she had given in an article in the "New fork Journal American" relative 
to GERHART'S having been in China. In replyj she stated that her information 
relative to GERHART 's activities in China had been obtained primarily from HANKS. 
*niis would seem to definitely indicate knowledge of GElRHART'e activities on 
HAHNS' part. 


Continuing^ RUTH FISCHER related that in the ^ring of 1933 she 
had been living in Paris in the same ^>artment house with HANNS and was, in fact, 
being supported by him inasmuch as thej’’ were more or less on friendly terms at _ 

that time because they were both refugees from Germany* She recalled that one 
night in June of 1933 she returned to her home with a friend, and HAHNS came to 
the apartment and asked that she get rid of the friend as he had a great surprise 
for her. Accordingly, she continued, after a period of time, the woman friend left 
and thereupon, HANNS pulled aside a curtain at one end of the room and said, "Here 
is GERHART ". RUTH stated that she was at first greatly surprised to see GERHART 
and did not immediately want to renew her longstanding feud with tern. Consequently, 
in the period of the next eight days to two weeks they were more or less on 
friendly terms, talking together for long periods of time. She said that during

RUTH FISCHER also advised the interviewing agents that from HANNS 
EISLER and from other sources still active in Russia, she had learned that while 
in Ifoscow, GERHAR T EISLER was kept in seclusion at the Hotel Lux and was not even 
allowed to readTjerman papers. She also stated that HANNS EISLER 's trip to the 
United States in 1935, at the request of the School for Social Research in New 
York City, had been arranged by GERHART idio was then In the United States. 


RUTH FISCHER also concurred in the aforementioned opinion of 
HEDWID lEASSINQ as to HANNS EISLER's polltieal views, namely, that he was easily 
swayed and was definitely not strong In his political convictions. 

With reference to the afcrementioned article idiich appeared in 
the "New York Journal American" RUTK FISCHER wrote for this paper a series of 
six articles on her brother G ERHAR T which appeared in the issues of November 18 
to November 23, 1946 inclusive. Copies of these articles have already been fur- 
nished the Bureau. However, a perusal of same reflects the foUeming references

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Therein, Mrs* TISCHER advises as to the arrival of GERHART 
EISIER, alias HANS BERGER, in New York City in 1933. She then continues, "HAHNS 
EISLEE followed GERHART to America two years later and they met in New York* . 
After the sterile wrath against his Russian boss had past, HANfB was again ^ 
conditioned for Party assignments on the cultural front* Duid-ng the 30's, he 
travelled back and forth between the States and Europe, making several pil- ' 
gritnages to Russia. A Party member active in the propagation of Soviet culture

Germany on February 20, 1897, He supplied his father as RUD OIA* v jC1si£R , an^^, • / 
Austrian Jew who was a Professor of Philosophy. His mother IDA 'was of Genjaan'j, - 
descent. He reported that he had one brother, HANKS EISLER, and a sister, RUTH 
FISCHER, both of idiom were presently in the United States. Hhen advising as to 
hi a cwn sources of income, claimed that in 1942 he and bis wife were 

supported by his bjrother HANKS and by friends. 

Since the advent of GERHART EISLER into the newspapers, consider- 
able information has been supplied relative to his activities and tho% of the 
subject of instant investigation In the daily newspapers. The majority of this 
information has already been supplied to the Bureau. However, lieieis being set forth 
herewith certain pertinent parts of articles irtiich eppeared in the New York news- 
pip ers relative to HANKS EISIER aniwhlch did not appear to be frem a press service. 

In an article dated October 15* 1946 in the "Kew Yoric World 
Telegram", it was stated that GERHART EISLER was the brother of H&KKS j'noted 
exiled German conpoeer who writes imieic for the movies in Hollywood, In 1940 
the composer received a $20,000 experimental grant from the Rockefeller Foundation 
to sco^ sound tracks in his own style of music. One of them was the DONAID DUCK 
shoii^i^a Better Sclft, Mr, EISIER* s latest screen grant was for the CARY GRAI'iT— 
ETHEL BARRYMORE film^one But theJiQnelyJSau:^'", According to the article, this 
infermation emanated from RUTH FISCHER, 
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V In an article dated October 17, 1946 in the *New Tork Journal 

American", it tob stated "EISI£R*b brother is HANN3 EISLEH, Hollywood composer, 
who was under investigation hy Immigration Authorities on charges that he cane 
here from Gennaur to preach revolution through his songs". 

" The “New 'Tork Journal American" fcr' October 13, 1946 states, that' 

GERHART EISLER "is a brother^ a Holljfwood composer, HAKNS EISIAR, whose best 
known work is a song called ff gomint iprn* — short for CcMotonunist Intemationalf.* 

. The "Daily Wwker" for October 18, 1946 set forth the results of 
an interview with GERHART EISLER wherein he states that "I lave a brother Hanns 
iho is ^fnusician and who is interested wily in music, and I have a sister, RUTH 
FISCHER, a Trotskyist who runs a gutter sheet idiich has denounced every anti- 
Fascist as a Stalinist from ROOSEVELT on down"* , 

The "Kew Tork World Telegram" for October 21, 1946 drew attention 
to the fact that HAHNS EISLER was a brother of Q]pHAHT and was the foremost eont> 
poser of revolutionary songs in the world Oonnmmist movement* It was further 
stated that he is now a successful music writer in Hollywood. It was stated also 
that HANNS has come to the defense of his brother, stating that GERHART was only 
in the United States as a German refugee* ' 

Hie article continues to state that it had been learned that HANKS 
EISLER ccnposed the revolutlonaiy march "Cominterr#*and also other stirring revo- 
"lutionaiy songs, such P^ ont". Reference is then made to the fact that 

the eiforemeiitioned "Comintem" wa^published in the 30’ e by the Workers Book Shop 
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years HANNS EISLER has confined his compositions strictly to capitalist enteiv 
prises and then names a number of the films for wAiich he has con^osed the music* 

It is then stated that HANNS cane to the United States in the earljy 30 'a, an
